DAFFODILS 


The  following  list  covers  a  wide  range  of  varieties,  but  if 
there  are  certain  ones  not  listed,  please  let  us  know  as  we  may 
be  able  to  supp  y  them. 

September  is  the  best  planting  time  and  not  later  than  mid- 
October  if  possible.  It  is  to  your  interest  as  well  as  ours  to  or¬ 
der  early,  for  we  must  replant  unsold  stock  before  it  becomes 
too  late  for  bulbs  to  root  before  cold  weather.  These  bulbs 
should  be  planted  6  or  8  inches  deep  and  about  that  far  apart 
and  may  be  left  two  or  three  years  when  dividing  should  be 
necessary.  Tops  may  be  removed  when  they  turn  yellow,  and 
may  be  dug  soon  after  and  dried. 


FOLLOWING  PRICES  PREPAID.  If  large  quantity  is 
desired  ask  for  wholesale  list.  DN.  means  double  nose,  large 
bulbs  showing  two  or  more  flower  centers.  SN.  means  single 
nose,  or  round  bulbs  with  one  flower  center.  6  at  dozen  rate.

Bulb  Iris 

The  following  bulb  Iris  must  be  fall  planted.  We  believe 
it  should  be  done  in  September  and  not  later  than  the  middle  of 
October  for  best  results.  Make  fall  top  growth  and  may  need 
mulching  for  winter  protection  in  very  cold  climates.  Set  bulbs 
4  or  5  inches  deep  in  good  fertile  soil.  Bulb  iris  are  very  beauti¬ 
ful  and  make  excellent  cut  flowers.

Lily  Bulbs 

All  of  the  li'y  bulbs  listed  herein,  are  so  far  as  we  know 
hardy  or  reasonably  so.  It  may  be  that  in  districts  with  very 
severe  winters  some  covering  of  straw  or  leaves  will  be  helpful. 

Large  and  medium  size  bulbs  should  be  set  upright,  covered 
with  6  inches  or  so  of  soil,  bulblets  about  3  inches.  Candidum 
and  Testaceum  seem  to  prefer  shallow  planting,  2  or  3  inches  of 
soil  on  top  of  bulbs  and  must  be  fall  planted.  A  well  worked 
and  fertile  soil,  kept  free  of  w^eeds  and  grass  should  be  used. 
While  some  shade  is  agreeable,  bulbs  should  not  be  set  too  near 
heavy  rooting  shrubery  or  trees.
